Education Evaluation Study 


The Massachusetts Department 
of Education is preparing tounder- 
take an evaluation of 100,000 
youngsters in the public schools of 
the state. 

The announcement was made by 
Education Commissioner Neil V. 
Sullivan, 

The test instrument, believed to 
be the first of its kind administered 
in the Commonwealth, will be given 
in January of 1971. It will measure 
both the ability and achievement 
levels of all fourth graders in the 
basic areas of reading and arith- 
metic, 1 

Dr. Sullivan, in announcing the 
massive evaluation program, said 
that the state will exercise general 
supervision of the instrument. 
Local school officials will admin- 
ister it with the results tobe made 
known within a month of the testing 
date. 

Dr. Sullivan also said the test 
will serve ‘‘as the first account- 


ing’? of educational strengths and

weaknesses on a statewide basis 
in Massachusetts. ‘‘The essential 
question is where are we going in 
Education? To find that answer, I 
believe it is essential to determine 
what we are currently doing and to 
what extent we are achieving suc- 
cess,’’ he said. 

The Commissioner also said it 
has proven ‘‘asourceof great dis- 
turbance to many educators to 
learn that in this supposedly Age 
of Learning too few of our stu- 
dents cancommunicate effectively, 
can read and write at the level 
of their intelligence.’’ 

The state education official said 
the results will give Massachusetts 
parents and taxpayers their ‘‘first 
true evaluation’ of current edu- 
cational practices and methods. 
Comparing parents and taxpayers 
to ‘‘stockholders in a corpora- 
tion,’’ he said an annual report on 
the state of education in Mass- 
achusetts is long overdue. 

He said the times demand that 
all professional educators prove 
accountable for their actions, add- 
ing that the focus of the examina- 
tion will be on the educational 
process. ‘The initial results of 


the evaluation will offer immediate 
assistance to the child and the 
teacher in the second half of this

school year. 

‘fThe management of the public 
schools today is a massive under- 
taking and although we deal with a 
largly intangible product we must 
develop methods of determining 
our effectiveness,’’ Dr. Sullivan 
stressed. 

He further stated ‘‘evaluation 
has become and will continue tobe 
one of the foremost challenges to 
education in this decade now dawn- 
ing,’? 

He said seminars will be held 
throughout the state beginning next 
month to familiarize school offic- 
cials withthe state plan and pledged 
the support of the entire 600- 
member professional staff of his 
department in the venture.

Junior Olympics held at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee in Knoxville 
on August 12, The marathon meet 
began with warmups at 7 a.m. and 
was climaxed with the awarding of 
the medals sometime after mid- 
night that night. 

Seikunas held a narrow lead 
of .40 with his score of 51.30 fol- 
lowing the compulsory routines.

IRS Andover Office 
Finds Many Errors 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has refunded $393,999,534 to 
Massachusetts taxpayers since 
January, District Director William 
E, Williams announced. 


The refunds’ included 
$381,960,540 to 1,675,856 individ- 
ual taxpayers and $12,038,994 to 
14,438 businesses. 


Director Williams also revealed 
the first 2,479,095 individual tax 
returns from Massachusetts pro- 
cessed at the Internal Revenue 
Service Center in Andover con- 
tained 255,554 errors including 
more than 152,000 who over- 
charged themselves $1 or more. 


Other errors included 38,468 
invalid or incorrect social security 
numbers, many caused by illegible 
name label corrections. Others 
failed to file a marital status 
change,

Editorial Comment 
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Oversized Load 


A familiar sight on Route 495 in Andover is a heavy 
truck travelling north which bears a large yellow sign: 
Danger-Oversized Load. Behind is a small vehicle with 
flashing lights. 

These are mobile homes, and nearly all of them are 
heading to New Hampshire, Maine and Vermont. 

Mobile homes are the subject of a special review prepared 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston. 

The author is Mrs. Carol S. Greenwald, economist for the 
Federal Reserve Bank. 

In her article, Mrs. Greenwald is quite critical of South- 
ern New England - Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut - for the region’s attitute toward mobile homes. 

Social and aesthetic reasons are most often cited as 
objections to mobile home parks, she reports, because 
people “may feel that the ‘quality’ of their town will de- 
cline if lower income residents live there.” She warns that 
“Economic segregation is almost as dangerous to a democra- 
tic society as racial segregation.” 

The Federal Reserve review is accompanied by a map of 
New England which shows the number of mobile homes 
which existed in each town in 1969. 

According to her report, Andover had three. ‘The ad- 
jacent towns of North Reading, North Andover and Dracut 
had none.

New Legislation 


Young people should be especially interested in a new 
law governing the sale of used cars which becomes effective 
on Jan. 1. 

We say young people should give heed since they are 
more apt to be buying a second-hand car than are their 
sometimes more affluent parents. 

At the present time, those who purchase “‘as is’ used 
ears have little recourse if they find themselves with a 
lemon. 

After the first of the year, buyers will have an opportu- 
nity to check the value of their purchase at an inspection 
station. 

Within seven days after the purchase, the buyer should 


obtain an inspection sticker for the vehicle. If the car fails 
to pass inspection, the owner may request a listing of 
what’s wrong and obtain an estimate of the cost of repairs. 
If these costs exceed ten per cent of the purchase price, 
the owner may notify the seller in writing of his intent to 
cancel the contract of sale. 

Within three days after notifying the seller of the cancel- 
lation, the buyer must return the car with the list of re- 
quired repairs, along with the estimated cost, to the seller. 
The seller then must take the car back and refund all money 
he received in payment for the car. 

This legislation should be of great value to those who 
have been hoodwinked into buying a bomber. 


Repairs In Order 


With all the money the state spends on highways, it 
seems that a comparatively small amount could be set 
aside for the resurfacing of its share of Elm Street. 

This two-lane cement road is narrow and treacherous. 

Despite the Commonwealth’s yearly chore of patching 
the sides, there are many places where the shoulder of the 
road is a couple of inches below the hard surface. 

When a car’s wheels get off the cement a driver finds the 
vehicle swerving and grinding along the edge until the 
vehicle gets back onto the cement. 

Elm Street is one of the main arteries to the town. The 
state’s share of the street is in very poor condition as com- 
pared to the wide, smooth surface of the street area main- 


tained by the town. As one drives towards North Andover, 
the road suddenly narrows at the sign which reads: ‘State 
Highway Begins Here.” 

Hot-topping of the entire width of the street would 
allow better use of the shoulder space on either side of the 
road as well as providing a better riding surface. 

Legislators who represent the town might make this a 
popular issue‘if they put a little pressure on the State De- 
partment of Public Works to tidy up its Elm Street pro- 


perty.

Off The Top 
Of The Desk 


The Government of the Republic 
of Vietnam has made aposthumous 
award of the Military Merit medal 
and the Gallantry Cross with Palm 
to the late Sp/4 Warren C, 
Deyermond of Andover;*according 
to an announcement by the office 
of the Adjutant General in Wash- 
ington, D.C, 

Deyermond was killed in action 
in Vietnam on June 14, 1969, 45 
days prior to his scheduled return 
home with a commendation for 
meritorious service from Sept. 21 
to Feb. 1, 1969. 

Before being killed, he had been 
wounded twice, once when he 
stepped on a booby trap and another 
time by shrapnel fire. He won the 
Purple Heart and Ribbon. Previous 
posthumous awards included the 
Bronze Star, Purple Heart, and 
Army Commendation medal. 

He was the son of Mrs. Teresa 
Deyermond, 15 Berkeley St., 
Quincy, and Calvin C. Deyermond, 
Elm St. 


Although the GI has proven io 
be an excellent home-loan risk -- 
only 3 percent have defaulted -- 
the government has been forced 
to dispose of some of the defaulted 
homes, 

The Veterans Administration 
sold 15,636 homes in fiscal year 
1970, and for the seventhconsecu- 
tive fiscal year closed outits books 
with a lower inventory than the year 
before. 

In making that report, Adminis- 
trator of Veterans Affairs Donald 
E, Johnson said that because of 
the low inventory sales in fiscal 
year 1970 were 18 percent below 
the 18,959 homes sold in fiscal 
year 1969, 

He noted, however, that 1,404 
homes were sold in June -- 17 
percent more than in the previous 
month of May. 

The VA ended fiscal year 1970 
with 10,395 properties on hand, 
161 fewer than May’s total, and 
1,483 below the inventory at the 
end of fiscal year 1969. Johnson 
pointed out that this 10,395 in- 
ventory was the lowest in 9 years, 

The VA also acquired 14,490 
properties in the last fiscal year -- 
19 percent below the 17,941 ac- 
quired the previous fiscal year, 
and the smallest number since fis- 
cal year 1960 when 10,965 were 
acquired, 

Johnson explained that houses 
acquired by the VA were financed 
originally with G.I. loans, but the 
owners failed to keep up mortgage 
payments, 


The VA administrator pointed 
out that veterans have proved tobe 
good credit risks. They have de- 
faulted on only about 3 percent of 
the nearly eight million loans ap- 
proved by the VA since the pro- 
gram began shortly after World 
War II, 

He also said 200,873 applica- 
tions for home loans were received 
in fiscal year 1970, making it the 
fourth consecutive year the VA 
has received more than 200,000 ap- 
plications.
